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WORK FOR THE NEW FISCAL YEAR. 


Another year has dawned for the Army and Navy and 
the work authorized by the laws making appropriations 
for these two services has been in many cases inaugu- 
rated, There are, of course, a large number of matters 
which neither Secretary Lamont nor Secretary Herbert 
has been yet able to take up, but they are pushing 
things as rapidly as possible and hope to get their work 
well in hand before the fall so that they will be in a 
position to make a good showing in their annual 
reports to Congress. There will be considerable repair- 
ing done to Army posts under the appropriations made 
at the last session. Q. M. Gen. Batchelder has had pre- 
pared under his direction plans for this work and has 
submitted them to the Secretary of War with the result 
that he has received orders to begin the work on some of 
the posts. One hundred thousand dollars will be ex- 
pended on improvements at the military posts at Spo- 
kane, Wash. For the continuation of the construction 
of buildings at Fort Riley, Kan., $75,000 will be ex- 
pended. Plans for buildings at Fort Harrison are being 
perfected. The cost of the structures they eall for 
will be $40,000. A like amount will. be spent at Fort 
ID. A. Russell to extend the barracks and.make other 
necessary sanitary improvements. Gen. Batchelder has 
been for same time occupied on the plans for the buildings 
at the new post at Bismarck, N. D., the location of the 
site being made upon the recommendation of the board of 
which Col. Weeks, Gen. Batchelder’s principal assistant, 
was president. Only $40,000 was appropriated for the 
construction of permanent buildings at this post, the 
providing for sewerage, water supply, roads, and other 
means of communication, and other necessary improve- 
ments. The War Department authorities will shortly 
take steps looking to the acquisition of about 190 acres 
required for the extension of the military reservation of 
Fort Ethan Allen to the Winooski River. Three thous- 
and dollars will be paid for this property. The appropri- 
ation of $18,000 for the new target range at Jefferson 

tarracks, Mo., is also available. 

The several bureaus of the Navy Department have 
made for carrying into effect the new 
legislation enacted at the last session. The Bureau of 
Ordnance is making plans for contracting for forgings 
for guns: for the conduct of experiments with high ex- 
plosives and for the improvement of its magazines, foun- 
dries, and manufactories, at Newport, ete. In addition 
it is expected that upon Lieut. Niblack’s return requisi- 
tion will be made upon the Bureau for Arms and Equip- 
ments for the Naval Militia as provided for in the Naval 
appropriation law. Various improvements will shortly 
be made by the Bureau of Yards and Docks at the vari- 
ous Navy Yards, but they are simply of the ordinary 
character. The Bureaus of Construction and Repair and 
Steam Engineering have commenced their repair work 
on ships at Navy Yards and are pushing the work on ves- 

under The Bureau of Construction 
has completed plans for the construction of a “model 
tartk” at the Washington Navy Yard. Under the provis- 
ion for the inerease of the Navy, advertisements for the 
proposed ships have been issued and plans are being per- 
fected for the vessels authorized.

THE JULY NAVY REGISTER. 

The Public Printer is now printing copies of the mid- 
summer Navy Register, prepared under the immedi- 
ate supervision of Lieut. Charles FE. Fox, on duty in the 
tureau of Navigation. It shows that since Jan. 1, there 
have been forty-one resignations, thirty retirements, and 
twenty deaths. Two are recorded; Med. 
Inspr. Edward Kershner, on the charge of perjury and 
violation of naval regulations, and Naval Cadet Arthur 
L.. Wessels, who committed an offence against discipline 
at the Naval Academy. The most important age retire- 
ment during the half year just closed was that of Rear 
Adml. C. C. Carpenter, who was transferred to the re- 
tired list on Feb, 28 last. His retirement promoted 
Commo. T. O. Selfridge and left Commo. Joseph N. Mil- 
ler at the head of the list of Commodores. Rear Adml. 
George Brown still holds the proud position of senior 
officer of the Navy. 

On the January register, Capt. Allan V. Reed is given 
as the senior officer of the grade of Captain, but on ac- 
count of trouble in his promotion examination he 
was, by his own request, placed on the retired list, 
Capt. George Dewey being promoted to the grade of 
Commodore in his stead. Capt. Henry L. Howison is 
now the senior officer in his grade, and will hold this 
title unless a casualty among the officers above him oe- 
until March 20 next, when Rear Adml. John G, 
Walker retires. Capt. T. F. Kane was retired for dis- 
ability and three promotions which existed in the grade 
of Captain were filled by the appointment of Comdrs. 
I. A. Cook, C. M. Chester and C. E. Clark, leaving 
Comdr. C. J. Barclay as the present head of his grade. 
Deaths the officers of the list 
increased the existing number of vacancies to five and 
to them the necessary number of Lieutenant Command- 
ers were promoted. Lieut. Comdr. B. F. Tilley is now 
the officer in that grade. Six promotions of 
officers holding the rank of Lieutenant oceurred during 
ithe past six months, Lieut. Giles B. Harber now leads 
the list of officers of this grade. Thirteen officers were 
promoted to their full Lieutenancy from the grade of 
junior Lieutenant and fourteen Ensigns to the grade 
of Lieutenant, junior grade, the heads of these lower 
ranks being Lieut. H. C. Poundstone and 
nie Tarbox, respectively. 

The Register contains under the rank of Ensigns the 
graduates this year of the Naval Academy. 

The portion of the Register devoted to officers of the 
staff corps shows as many changes as that devoted to the

line. Med. Dir. David Kindleberger is still the senior 
officer of the Medical Department, but he will retire in 
September and Med. Dir. C. J. Cleborne will succeed him 
in this post of honor. Med. Dir. P. S. Wales retired ‘in 
February last, and this vacancy in his grade caused the 
promotion of Med. Inspr. T. N. Penrose, leaving Med. 
Inspr. Daniel McMurtrie as the head of his grade. 
Surg. John L. Nielson will be the next officer of his 
rank promoted; P. A. Surg. John M. Edgar and Asst. 
Surg. Lewis Morris will also be the next to receive pro- 
motions from their respective grades when vacancies 
exists for them. There have been no changes in the 
Pay, Construction and Civil Engineer Corps during the 
half year just closed, and in this their history is unique. 
The senior officer of the Engineer Corps is now Chief 
Engr. W. W. Dungan, he succeeding Chief Engr. G. I’. 
Kutz, who retired on account of age on June 14. There 
are other changes in the lower ranks in this corps. 

In the list of ships of the Navy included in the Register 
it is found in the Jaly Register that there has been quite 
an addition to the vessels in active service, due to the 
completion of ships under construction. Two first-class 
battleships, the Massachusetts and Oregon, are added to 
the first-rate ships, the January Register showing seven 
of these, the Indiana, New York, Columbia, Minneapolis, 
Maine, Texas and Olympia. Two vessels have been 
added to the list of second-rate ships, the Terror and 
Monadnock. The vessels under construction include six 
battleships, the Iowa, Kearsarge and Kentucky and the 
three ships authorized during the last session of Con- 
gress; one armored cruiser, the Brooklyn; one monitor, 
the Puritan; nine gunboats, three of which are the 
Wilmington, Nashville and Helena; three torpedo-boat 
cruisers; five torpedo-boats and about six to be con- 
tracted for, and one submarine torpedo-boat. 

Two changes are noted in the commands of stations, 
Rear Adml. F. V. McNair being as the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Asiatic station, succeeding 
Rear Adml. Carpenter, and Rear Adml. C. 8S. Norton, 
who was relieved from the command of the South Atlan- 
tic station, leaving that station without an officer of 
flag rank. The list of ships attached to the North Atlan- 
tic station has been increased by the addition of the 
Indiana. From the Asiatie station the Charleston, Con- 
cord and Petrel have been detached, as has the Newark 
from the South Atlantic squadron, the latter’s place 
in South Atlantic waters being filled by the Lancaster.

Sesides the manufacture of heavy ordnance, the 
Washington Navy Yard is soon to have an establishment 
for the study of the most efficient ships to carry those 
guns; and in the experimental tank, for which Congress 
has just made provision, a field of investigation will be 
opened by which our naval ship designers will be 
placed upon the sure foundation of established possibil- 
ities and not left to draw their hindered inferences from 
foreign ships and lacking data. Much has been said of 
the accomplishments of the Columbia and her sister ship, 
the Minneapolis, and no end of stress laid upon her triple 
screws and engine power; but among ship designers by 
far the greater weight has been attached to the delicacy 
of their forms as the secret of their success. Through 
the medium of the model tank, Chief Constructor Hich- 
born purposes to so fashion his ship and establish her 
required engine power that every ton of material will 
give out its greatest possible share of work, and the 
result will be a harmony of greatest efficiency in every 
vital sense of the word. The establishment of an ex- 
perimental tank will not only benefit the naval service, 
but will greatly promote the shipbuilding interests of 
the country at large, by furnishing reliable information 
as to the future performance of new types of commer- 
cial vessels, that will aid American shipbuilders to com- 
pete on more equal terms with foreign yards in which 
similar information The British 
Admiralty considered the results obtained so valuable 
that, in 1886, a new tank 700 feet long, was constructed 
at Haslar, near Portsmouth, and the apparatus at Tor- 
quay was removed to that place and installed there 
with many improvements and additions under the charge 
of Mr. R. E. Froude. In 1872, Dr. W. Froude built a 
tank 280 by 36 feet and 10 feet deep, at Torquay, and 
another of about the same dimensions was built at Dum- 
barton in 1882. The Russian Government built in 1892 
at St. Petersburg, a tank that would cost -her $85,000, 
including ground and _ buildings.

Plans are being perfected by a number of the Bureau 
Chiefs of the War Department for a vacation this sum- 
mer.

He will probably go to 
home in New England. Brig. Gens. Flagler and 
Craighill are so pressed with work in consequence of the 
fortifications and river and harbor laws that it is doubt- 
ful if they will be able to leave Washington for any 
extended vacation this summer.

The Naval Bureau of Ordnance is preparing its adver. 
tisement for forgings for the guns authorized under the 
recent naval appropriation law. Four hundred thous. 
and dollars were appropriated by a provision in this law 
for the purchase of reserve guns forauxiliary cruisers,and 
$250,000 for a reserve supply of guns for ships of the 
Navy. The advertisement will call for forgings for 
twenty 4-inch guns and 4-inch mounts; thirty-five 5-inch 
guns and thirty-five 5-inch mounts; eight 6-inch rapid-tire 
guns and seventeen 6-inch rapid-fire mounts. The addi. 
tional 6-inch mounts are to be used for 6-inch guns now 
being converted at the Washington gun foundry into 
rapid-firers. These guns are those taken from the At. 
lanta and Chicago, and now on board the Boston. Fo, 
the reserve supply of ships of the Navy, the advertise. 
ments will call for forgings for two 13-inch guns, two 
12-inch guns and two 8-inch guns. Temporary mounts 
will also be constructed. Nothing has yet been done 
toward completing that feature of the advertisements 
calling for guns for the three battleships authorized py 
the last Congress. Only forgings for the guns of the 
main battery will be advertised for. These will be for 


twelve 13-inch guns, forty-two 6-inch guns and _ the 
necessary mounts. All thé 6-inch guns will be rapit- 
firers. 


The work on the proposed coast defenses authorized 
by the recent fortifications act is now in active progress, 
Secretary Lamont has approved the preliminary arrange. 
ments for this work perfected by Brig. Gen. Craighill, 
Chief of Engineers, and has directed that officer to go 
ahead at once with their conduct. The sum of $5,000,000 
appropriated at the last session is available, of which 
$2,500,000 will be expended immediately in accordance 
with the approved project upon which the appropriations 
were based. The remaining half of ‘he total appropria- 
tion is to be expended by contract. The arrangements 
just made apply only to the appropriations immediately 
available without conditions. As laid out the plan of 
work includes the building of fortifications according to 
the project of the Endicott Board as modified to meet 
more modern requirements, at all important points along 
the Atlantic and Gulf coasts from Portland, Me., to 
Galveston, Tex., and at important points on the Pacifi 
coast from Puget Sound and the mouth of the Columbia 
River to San Diego, in Southern California. When the 
work is well under way Gen. Craighill and Gen. Flagler, 
Chief of Ordnance, will discuss the provisions of tl 
fortifications law relating to the continuation of the 
work under contract, by inviting proposals, etc. 





The Haskell multicharge gun is to be soon tried again 
at Sandy Hook, the Board of Ordnance and Fortifica- 
tions having made an allottment of $3,885 for the pur 
chase of twenty rounds for the test. The idea of th 
gun is to increase initial velocity within the service pres- 
sure of 37,000 Ibs. a square inch by distributing the charge 
in a series of pockets along the barrel, exploding each 
of them successively behind the projectile as it travels 
through the barrel impelled by the initial charge of powder 
The trial of this gun recalls the test of what was called 
the Hurst gun, which occurred at the Indian Head 
Proving Grounds. The Hurst gun was also of the 
multicharge type, but its idea was not so much in the 
gun as in the cartridge made especially for its use. This 
cartridge was made up in two sections, the inner portion 
containing a charge of powder, and it was surrounded 
by another layer of powder, the whole being encased in 
a cartridge shell. The gun failed to give the results

EMERGENCY RATION REPORT. 

The War Department has just made public the report 
of the Army Emergency Board, which is dated Wash- 
ington, May 4, 1896. The board first determined what 
“mergencies” are, and decided that they are occasions 
op which from any cause the troops are mainly depend- 
et on food carried on the preson. 

The reports of the Department boards indicate a gen- 
eral belief that it would be unwise to select as the staples 
of an emergency ration any article of food with which 
the soldier is not familiar, or which would make a mate- 
rial change in his dietary during the continuance of the 
emergency. 

The board concurred in these views, and rejected oat- 
meal as an article with which soldiers were not familiar. 
It rejected it wholly as causative of diarrhoea, and when 
tried, aS Was to be expected, it failed. 

On similar grounds this board rejects all suggestions of 
pmmicans, or meat pastes prepared from dried and 
powdered beef, although some of these make nutritious 
and palatable dishes when well spiced and highly flavored 
with extractives. It rejects the suggestion of corned 
bef and dried and smoked beef, because much of the 
extractives are lost and the albuminoids hardened in 
thir manufacture, and the suggestion of canned cooked 
beef, because such meats are acknolwedged by the 
eamers to be flavorless unless there is present at least 
5 to 75> per cent. of water, thus involving the trans- 
portation_of that amount of innutritious matter in the 
rtion. It was decided that the best bread was that 
which became soonest permeated when soaked in hot 
water, thus reducing the cases of diarrhcea originating in 
mperfectly softened and masticated hard bread. A 
sample of bread slightly aerated was found to best an- 
swer the conditions. 

As the object is to furnish sound digestion from proper 
material, the suggestion of peptonized or partially pre- 
digested meat was rejected. 

All the Department favored compressed soup, and the 
hoard coneurred in this judgment. It was therefore de- 
cided that the three food staples of the emergency ration 

be recommended for adoption should, in general 
terms, consist of hard bread, bacon, and some variety of 
compressed soup. 

The suggestion that fatty substances be introduced into 
the bread was rejected, because of the bacon. It was 
animous opinion of the board that bread thus per- 
e and browned on the surface, would be improved 
in its keeping and nutritious qualities, and be more ac- 
ceptable to the men than the present issue. 

In conelusion, on this subject, the board decided to 
recommend, as the hard bread of the emergency ration, 
that quality of bread which should form at the time the 
rguiation issue of the Subsistence Department. The 
hoard, however, invite the attention of superior authority 
) the possibility of improving the quality of the ordinary 
hard bread ration on the lines indicated above. 

After thorough discussion, the board decided on rec- 
ommending as the bacon of the emergency ration, an 
meooked bacon of the quality which at the time should 
om the regular issue of the Subsistence Department, 
reference being given to those cuts having the largest 
roportion of lean meat. 

No information could be obtained from those mannu- 
facturing compressed soups in this country as to their 
nstituents, and it was suggested that the Subsistence 
Department elaborate a soup-making material that will 
apply the deficiency of proteids in the hard bread and 
acon recommended. This could be done either by incor- 
orating powdered beef, or by the use of pea or bean 
eal, and in the meantime recommends that pea meal be 
lopted for this part of the ration, as a palatable soup 
n be made from this meal when seasoned with finely 
oped bacon, pepper and salt. 

Cheese was rejected as an article of diet, chiefly on ac- 
unt of the unsuccessful results, and the efforts to intro 
ce it as an article of food for our troops. The relative 
ims of cocoa and coffee were considered. Seven of 
he Department boards recommend coffee as a part of the 
wergency ration. This board concurs in the recommenda, 

. as it believes coffee to be preferred generally in the 
nited States to any other dietetic stimulant. But, inas 
wh, as tea is recommended by one board, and an 
ternative by another, as the leaves can be put up in a 
litable form, have good keeping qualities and are more 
rateful to some tastes than coffee, while the active 
rinciple and physiological action are the same in both, 
he hoard recommends that tea may, when called for, be 
bstituted for coffee in the emergency ration. 

‘offee in the berry, roasted and browned, is recom- 
ended; concentrated coffee is a failure. 

The kola nut is regarded as in an experimental stage 
nd unfit for serious consideration. 

Saccharin is recommended as the sweetening agency 

the emergency ration—four grains possessing the 
veetening power of two ounces of sugar. Experience 
hows that it has no detrimental influence on health, and 
hat its antiseptic properties would tend to lessen the 
revalenee of diarrhoea due to intestinal fermentation. 
\s sugar contains no nitrogen it was believed that 
rater efficiency would be obtained if two ounces of 
ome article containing proteids were substituted for it 
i the emergency ration. 

It was then decided that pepper and salt, in quantities

Discussing the ration as a whole the board decided it 
hould have a high calorific value. They conclude that 
he high condition of the men, resulting from full diet, 
be bought cheaply by the carriage of the extra 
inees on the person. Moreover, the board appreciated 
‘at if the emergency did not call for any unusual strain 
ithe physical powers, or if from any cause it became 
ted f to economize during the emergency, the extra 
es of a ration based on a maximum requirement 
uld be withheld from consumption to constitute the 
tion of a period in excess of the face value of the 
lergency issue. 
Gnided chiefly by these considerations, the board de- 
ted that the emergency ration should contain as much 
the proximate principles of food as is necessary to 
tain the soldier under the maximum of physical strain.

It is recommended that the Subsistence Department 
supply suitable bags, in such numbers as may be neces- 
sary, for carrying the roasted and ground coffee, and the 
salt and pepper; also a tough paraffin paper for use in 
wrapping about bacon when carried on the person; also 
that the pea meal be issued in a compressed cylindrical 
package.

In determining the quantity of the components of this 
ration the board gave due consideration to the various 
dietaries for hard work, as stated by those who are gen- 
erally cited as authorities on the subject. In general 
terms such dietaries consist of thirty ounces of water- 
free food, having an available energy equivalent to about 
$.000 calories. The emergency ration recommended pro- 
vides 4,110 calories from 25° ounces of water-free food. 
This greater food value from a less weight of material 
is obtained by an increase in the fat of the ration as 
compared with that of the standard dietaries. It must 
be remembered, however, that these dietaries are not 
intended for temporary, but continuous use. The emer- 
gency ration is to be used only occasionally and for short 
periods, hence the deficiency in proteids and starches 
in the emergency ration recommended is offset by the 
higher calorific value of the fatty element. 
The emergency ration above recommended gives close 
upon the quantity needful to repair muscular wastes. 
Should there be a deficiency, it could be made up by meat 





issues when the emergency is at an end. 
Emergency rations for five days are considered the 
maximum number to be carried. This in the direst 


cases could be made to last for ten days. The articles of 
the ration are susceptible of accurate subdivision.

A paragraph has been inserted in the front of the book 
promulgating the regulations to the service, providing 
that any changes in or amendments to said regulations, 
which may be proposed, will be submitted to the Depart 
ment and referred to the Judge Advocate General, who 
will report upon the matter to the Secretary. A change 
in the system of paragraphing and nomenclature has 


been made in Article 20, and in many later articles 
throuchout the book. This change consists of using the 
letters “a,” “b,” “ce,” “d,” ete., in place of Roman charac- 


ters and other forms of numbering. Naval Circular No. 
1, providing for the classification of enlisted men is em 
bodied in full in the regulations. The words “ordnance 
officer” is stricken out of paragraph 37 for the reason 
that the positions of navigator and ordnance officer have 
been merged into one. . In the same article the words “or 
secretary” are stricken out in order to comply with the 
provisions of the law on the subject, as the act of 

May 4, 1878, provides that an officer of the rank of 
Lieutenant, junior grade, or below, may be assigned to 
duty as clerk to a flag officer. 

The expression in Article 64, that the Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy upon visiting officially a ship of the 
Navy. “shall be received with suitable ceremonies,” is 
considered to be too indefinite. ‘The article substituted 
provides that the Assistant Secretary upon visiting a ship 
shall receive similar honors to those paid to the Assistant 
Secretary of War when he visits a military post. 

Article 218 of the new Regulations is most import- 
ant and will probably have the effect of preventing fu- 
ture lobbying. The words, “influencing legislation,” are 
embodied in this article for the reason, it is believed, that 
nothing can be more subversive of discipline, or work 
more injury to the service than for officers to combine 
together in an attempt to secure the passage of legislation 
in which they may have a personal interest. A change 
is also suggested in Article 235, which is a continuation 
of the idea contained in the change of Article 218. This 
change provides that the record of the officer influencing 
legislation shall so state the offence, so that it may be 
brought up when he is examined for promotion. A para- 
gzraph is inserted with regard to collisions with wharves 
and docks. The new regulations also require watch 
officers serving on board ship to work navigation in regu- 
lar turn, in order that they may be the more fully pre- 
pared when called upon to perform the duties of navi 
gator. Provision is made requiring an officer to witness 
and attest each issue of small stores or money to enlisted 
men. In cases of summary court, it is required that the 
medical officer shall make an examination of the person 
tried and certify as to his condition. Carpenters on 
board ships are required to assist the executive officer 
in the inspection and care of compartments, water-tight 
doors, double bottoms, and other devices for the manage- 
ment and safety of the vessel, Paragraphs have been 
inserted making it plain that no man who has served 
less than four months of his enlistment will be entitled 
to purchase his discharge. 

Col. Heywood, of the Marine Corps, suggested a num- 
ber of changes which were adopted, constituting in effect 
an extension of the Supplies and Accounts system to 
the Marine Corps, by virtue of which the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts, may at any time be able to report 
upon the accounts. Methods of paying the enlisted men 





in the Marine Corps will be changed to conform to that 
used in the Army. ‘The amount of money to be dis- 
bursed at each post outside of Washington will be trans- 
mitted to the commanding officer, under whose direction 
the payments will be made. The views of the Depart- 
ment, as announced in the Secretary’s decision with re- 
gard to the service of marines on board the Indiana, 
have been included in an inserted paragraph. Another 
paragraph provides no limit for the amount of work to 
be done by marines on board ship, they having hereto- 
fore been limited by regulations to keep “their own part 
of the ship clean.” 

So much of Article 1,087 as related to the right of 
commanding officers to confine an officer to the limits of 
his ship or station pending a reply to a communication 
addressed to the Department in relation to the indebted- 
ness of such officer, is stricken out. The board did not 
think that Article 24 of the Articles for the Government 
of the Navy relating to this subject could properly be 
altered by regulations, so as to give the conpmenaiied offi- 
cer authority to place an officer under suspension for 
more than ten days in other cases than the one referred 
to in Article 24. Sea pay is not allowed by the account- 
ing officers of the Treasury to an officer attached to a 
ship in commission, who may be temporarily detached 
for any purpose or absent from his ship, although such 
temporary absence usually subjects. him to additional 
expense. The regulations as amended clearly show that 
it is the intention of the Department that the pay of 
such officers should not be interfered with during a tem- 
porary absence of the character indicated. 

In the chapters relating to summary and general! courts 
martial, changes have been made to meet questions 
which have been considered in the office of the Judge 
Advocate General and by the Department and to make 
such further provisions in regard to these subjects as the 
work of that office has shown to be requisite. The 
articles for the Government of the Navy are to be in- 
serted in the new publication.

FORT LOGAN, COLO. 

Last Wednesday the whole garrison was thrown into 
the wildest excitement, some children reporting that the 
son of Lieut. Frederic was in the lake. There is a small 
body of water just outside of the garrison, and being sup- 
posed shallow the children have been wading in it. EKud- 
ward said that he would wade across, and while doing so 
suddenly disappeared. Coming up he exclaimed, “Why 
it is over my head.”’ ‘Two little boys, sons of Capt. Young 
and Col. Merriam, tried to push a little raft on which 
they were to him, and the girls called to him to swim. 
But, in all probability, cramps had seized him. He sank 
rapidly the second time and never rose again. The chil- 
dren displayed presence of mind that did them credit. 
Terrified beyond measure, one of the elder girls instruct- 
ed one of the younger boys to keep his eyes upon the 
spot while they ran to give the alarm. Three soldiers 
who were at work near were first there. Then the chap- 
lain’s son rushed in and although so short a time had 
elapsed—owing to the muddy bottom it was impossible to 
see—he could not find the boy. Inavery few moments 
every man who could leave was there and the lake was 
filled with earnest searchers, diving and groping. But it 
was fully forty-five moments before the seine, which had 
been brought into requisition, was successful and drew 
the child to shore. Dr. Halleck was on hand with every 
appliance, but after a long and unremitted effort he was 
compelled to pronounce it hopeless. Thus, again, in a 
very short time we have suddenly lost a member of our 
zarrison family. Edward was the eldest son of Lieut. 
and Mrs. Frederic, and of more than usual promise. 
With a mind far beyond the average, he was possessed 
of unusual as well as physical courage. He was one of 
the most, if not the most, promising of the garrison 
school. With a very fine presence, he united the most 
winning social qualities and was one of the most lovely 
children in his home. 

Having been privileged in seeing him in the home, I 
can add my own testimony to that of many who say 
that they never saw a boy who was so lovely in every 
relation in life. The men of the garrison were particu- 
larly fond of him. He never passed them without a 
Haste greeting. He was laid away to rest Friday at

As the enlisted men had signified a desire to be present 
at the burial service, the chaplain arranged the post hall 
for the purpose. A wreath of beautiful flowers from 
friends enabled the ladies to make the surroundings love- 
ly, indeed. Floral offerings of crosses, crowns, with a 
wreath of cut flowers made a beautiful appearance. One 
touching memorial was an exquisite cross in white Tow- 
ers and smilax from the members of the post Sunday 
school, of which he had been a most faithful attendant 
and most careful treasurer. The burial service, accord- 
ing to the Episcopal Church, was rendered by the chap- 
lain. 

The musical part was rendered most effectively—unusu- 
ally fine. The post is more than fortunate in having 
Mrs. Coolige and Miss Freeman, whose lovely voices are 
in great demand, and who never fail to respond to the 
ceaseless calls made upon them for the ordinary as well 
as extraordinary services.

Last week we were all saddened by the death of a 
member of the garrison who had, after thirty years’ 
faithful service, retired on honorable discharge.

A party of toughs took him 
in tow, and, loading him up with bad whiskey, succeeded 
in making him very sick; they further added to his dis- 
comfort by copious doses of bromide of potash, chloral 
and, doubtless, other equally dangerous drugs.

Pvt. Weaver, Co. O, 12th Inf., recently shot and killed 
Ist Sergt. Livingston, of Co. D, same regiment, against 
whom he had a grudge for having been told some time 
before to leave the quarters of Co. D, which he had en- 
tered with the intention of picking a quarrel with some of 
the men. After shooting the Sergeant he commenced to 
fire right and left, fortunately without wounding any one. 
The end is thus described: Corp. of the Guard Cum- 
mings ran up, but Weaver halted him and told him to 
stand back, remarking, “You're too good a man to kill.” 
After exhausting every effort to secure the frenzied man, 
Lieut. W. O. Clark, 12th Inf., ordered Pvt. Strine, who 
was an intimate friend of Weaver, to fire upon him,»aim- 
ing for his legs. Strine asked if that was his order, and, 
being assured that it was, fired, the ball striking the mag- 
azine of Weaver's rifle and sending particles of the weap- 
on into his groin. The wounded man fell, but managed 
to fire three more shots. He died soon after being taken 
to the hospital. Sergt. Livingston was a model soldier, 
well liked by his superior officers. He was not a great 
favorite among the men, his ideas of military discipline 
being a little too severe to suit their notions, but other- 
wise they had nothing against him. Lieut. Clark is - 
held in giving the order, it being the only thing he could 
do. The man was undoubtedly insane, his action in 
shooting into the company quarters being accepted as 
conclusive evidence of that fact. In all nine shots were 
fired, and it was regarded as marvelous that no more 
fatalities occurred, for nearly the entire regiment wit- 
nessed the shooting. An official inquiry into the whole 
affair has been set on foot. 

A Chicago dispatch of June 28 says: “The reported 
facts in the shooting of Pvt. Weaver, 12th U. S. Inf., at 
Fort Niobrara, Neb., are regarded by Army officers here 
as substantiating their objections to the new rifle, the 
model of 1892. One chief objection to the new weapon 
is that it lacks in stopping power. Weaver was running 
amuck with his magazine Poaded, He was ordered dis- 
armed, but presented such a threatening front that the 
officer of the guard was compelled to order a guard to fire 
on him, the instructions being to hit him in the legs and 
bring him down. The ball struck Weaver's magazine, 
was deflected and entered the abdomen, inflicting a 
wound which, owing to the explosive force of the weapon, 
its initial velocity being 2, feet per second, must, on 
entering the abdomen, make the death of the wounded 
man certain. Yet, in spite of this, Weaver continued to 
fire after he was down. He was not stopped, although 
mortally hurt. If the weapon was what it should be, it 
would have ended Weaver's ability to do injury as soon 
as it took effect on his body.” This argument does not 
appear to be sound. If, as reported, Weaver was the vic- 
tim of the explosive effect of a bullet in his stomach it 
is difficult to see how he could have received a worse 
shock from a heavier bullet. 


In the report of the Canadian High Commissioner in 
England, recently published at Ottawa, Canada, Sir 
Charles Tupper announces that last year, when it was 
feared there would be a war between England and the 
United States, he received many applications from young 
Canadian officers in the imperial forces who desired to 
place themselves at the disposal of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment.

1. In compliance with instructions from Headquarters 
of the Army it is enjoined that all possible facilities and

2. As a rule exercise within doors will be resorted to 
only when inclement weather makes shelter imperative;

ing clubs, punching the bag, jumping either for dis- 
tance or height, with or without pole or spring board, 
and the use of dumbbells, parallel and horizontal bars, 
swinging rings, the trapeze, the ladder and, in fact, 
practice with any of the numerous and simple devices 
that can be used indoors for inducing health, strength, 
endurance and vigor, will meet requirements. : 

3. lor outdoor practice, in addition to the foregoing 
the exercises will be, either singly or in concert, in the 
passage of ditches, fences, walls, houses and other ob- 
stacles; also running, wrestling, bicycle riding, throw- 
ing the hammer, putting the shot, rowing, swimming, 
skating, snowshoeing and the like, according to season 
and facilities. i 

4, General participation in the prevailing games of 
the day, foot and baseball, quoits, tennis, golf, polo, in 
fact, all wholesome contests of strength and skill, will be 
heartily encouraged; and though the object of athletics 
is not the winning of games and races, yet, as actual con- 
tests are the best means of maintaining interest in exer- 
cises, the utmost latitude and independence of action in 
this direction consistent with the spirit of regulations 
will be accorded,

Specifications are being prepared by the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering for new machinery for the famous 
warship Hartford.

Petro- 
leum does not give as good results as ordinary coal, and 
in consequence it can be stated positively that this kind 
of fuel will not be used for spurting purposes in vessels 
of the U. S. Navy, unless it be in the proposed’ torpedo- 
boat destroyers, and even then if the Mngineer-in-Chief 
has his way. Reports received from the naval attachés 
of the United States abroad show that the European na- 
tions are abandoning the use of liquid fuel on board men- 
of-war. The English Government is constructing a cruis- 
er so fitted as to burn liquid fuel, but there is talk in 
English naval circles, according to the Department’s ad- 
vices, that she may after all be converted into a coal 
burner. For the same square foot of grate surface, it 
has been estimated at the Department that coal is great- 
ly the superior of liquid fuel.

The importance of this 
matter lies in the fact that there are a large number of 
articles purchased by the Government for the National 
Guard, fo rthe condemnation of which when injured, the

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COMPARATIVE SUMMARY 
FLEETS. 


The Naval Pocket-Book, by W. Laird Clowes, is a 
handy collection of facts and figures relating to the mod- 
ern navies of all nations, published by Tower Publish- 
ing Co., Ltd., 95, Minories, London, E. In addition to 
the usual official classification of vessels we have here a 
secondary classification based upon power, size, speed 
and newness. Plans of ships are given in immediate 
contiguity with the descriptions of them. A Trial Trip 
Table, up to 40 knots, is given, showing the number of 
knets per hour indicated by the passage of a vessel over 
one knot in a given number of minutes and seconds. The 
table which follows gives the warships of the more im- 
portant classes, built, building and projected by the lead- 
ing naval powers, Jan. 1, 1896. 














Considerable activity is ites shown by the Board o of 
Ordnance and Fortifications and by the Ordnance Bu- 
reau in connection with the experiments to secure tele- 
scopic sights for seacoast rifles. 1st Lieut. C. D. Park. 
hurst, 4th Art., has been making an extensive investiga- 
tion of this subject and as a result he has developed a 
sight with which the authorities are highly pleased. At 
its last meeting the Board of Ordnance and Fortifica. 
tions recommended an allotment of $245.24 to enable the 
Chief of Ordnance to defray certain expenses incurred 
under the direction of Lieut. Parkhurst in connection 
with this matter. The model of the telescopic sight for 
8-inch M. L. C. R, is. according to reports received at 
the Department, practically completed. The telescope 
used is not as good as it might be on account of the fact 
that its lenses are clouded and its dimmed tube damaged, 
The first model sight for the 8-inch breechloading rifles 
is being altered in construction to make it detachable or 
attachable from the sight bar at will so as to leave the 
sight bar in place when the gun is fired. The second 
model for this gun now in process of construction will 
probably require no further expense. The third model 
for the telescopic sight for the 8-inch guns is of very 
simple and cheap construction and of such form as to 
be readily attached or detached from the sight bar. This 
model is at present in the rough. The fourth model is 
yet in the theoretical stage, nothing having been done 
toward its actual construction, although Lieut. Park- 
hurst is satisfied it will give satisfactory results. The 
details of construction have all been worked out and 
Lieut. Parkhurst says it is a certainty that it will be a 
practical and useful instrument of precision. In its con- 
struction the lenses necessary are provided with simple 
multiple gearing so that the graduation is very open and 
easily set and read without any necessity for fine ver- 
niers. It will read to minutes as positively and easily 
as is now the case with the sliding diagonal verniers 
upon the straight sight bars of any of the tangent sights. 
It is Lieut. Parkhurst’s desire to do away with refocus- 
ing by having direct and telescopic vision interchange- 
able at will.

hioubtedly the importance of engineers in the field has 
mously increased, for there cannot be the slightest 
ult that the attack and defence of fortified positions 
be a leading feature in future warfare. Improve- 
its in firearms all point to this. Cavalry meeting with 
resistance of an armed and organized population will 
Ye the greatest difficulty in scouting, and there will 
absolutely no use for the lance in such warfare. The 
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lance, indeed, was often found to be a nuisance, and the 
men were very much inclined to throw it away. I wit- 
nessed this myself in the war of 1870-71. In scouting 
work the bother that the lance causes the cavalry soldier 
often detracts his attention from his proper business, and 
the weapon acts as a positive drawback to his efficiency. 
Unless cavalry is intended for the charge only, it must 
earry the carbine. Directly cavalry has to act in a 
closely cultivated and intersected country; it must be 
supported by infantry and artillery. There is no other 
subject in which we shall find ourselves more surely de- 
ceived than that of cavalry scouting both in a strategic 
and tactical point of view. Generals must expect to 
find themselves far more often in a state of comparative 
helplessness for want of information, and general actions 
will often be brought about merely with a view of ob- 
taining it. We know, indeed, that the German Uhlans 
very soon armed themselves with captured chassepots, 
and thus became an inferior mounted infantry. Cavalry 
then should not only be armed with carbines, but should 
be trained to fight on foot, and be prepared as well to 
attack the enemy with the lance or saber im large or 
small bodies. But if this is expected of it, it must be seri- 
ously trained to this end in peace. 

“Higher tactical training and judgment is far more 
necessary under modern conditions. This means that the 
intelligent co-operation of subalterns and captains must 
now be relied on to carry out what was formerly done 
by the higher leaders, or officers commanding battalions, 
regiments, and brigades. ‘he great difficulty in action 
of conveying to subordinates orders based on directions 
reeived from superiors, will be felt more than ever, from 
the fact that so many of the former will be killed or 
wounded in the early stages of a battle, and the depth 
in proportion to the front of a force will be much greater 
than hitherto. ‘The commander of the force will, in 
fact, be so far from the spot where the actual collision 
is taking place, that he can know httle or nothing of how 
matters are going on there. It may be assumed thar 
actual reports from the firing line will never reach the 
General, and yet it is very desirable they should, and, 
what is more, reach him rapidly. ‘The same applies to 
giving directions to troops once engaged. In a modern 
engagement on a large scale all this is a matter of the 
greatest ditliculty. lf we are not to have disorder and 
innumerable ‘skulkers,” we must increase the number 
and efliciency of the subaltern leaders. This means that 
with short-service soldiers, we must have better and 
more company officers and non-commissioned officers, 
and some system of checking ‘skulking’ in rear of the 
fighting line. We shall very likely come to the conclu- 
sion that the movements of large masses of troops will 
perhaps have to be executed under cover of darkness, 
and that changes of position on a large scale, even great 
changes of front, will have to be thus carried out. Ali 
arms should be consequently prepared for undertakings 
of the kind. Of course, a certain amount of fighting by 
night is always possible, but that decisive battles can 
be fought in the dark is absurd; and, after all, war is de- 
cided by these, and not by skirmishes. 

“Frederick the Great spent the best part of his life in 
trying to devise how to bring his infantry within strik- 
ing distance of the enemy, and then overwhelm him with 
And this is still the object of modern tacticians 
infantry with the breechloader. But 
times have Frederick brought his in- 
fantry into action with comparatively slight 
preliminary losses, Now hundreds of men _ are 
shot down out of sight of the encmy, and a modern 
battle is a much more lengthy affair. Modern infantry 
fire may be said to be effective up to 1,500 metres. How 
then is the enemy to be attacked, for cover will not al- 
ways be found? ‘Lhis is the crux of the whole question 
of modern tactics. ‘The victories of Frederick the Great 
over half the Armies of Europe were due not only to his 
superior military genius; they were due as well to his 
tactical system and the way he knew how to turn this 
to account, based as it was on the soundest of principles 
—an intimate knowledge of human nature. Whenever 
he lost sight of this, as, for instance, at the battle of 
Kollin, his grenadiers were driven off the field, in spite 
of their iron discipline, just as was the 38th Brigade at 
Mars-la-Tour. The King was successful in his offen- 
sive tactics mainly because he fully realized that a stop 
or pause in the attacking movement amounted to a 
check, if not a failure. He never encouraged halts for 
rest, even to gain breathing time, but did everything to 
avoid them. From his tactics was evolved the high 
sense of duty of the Prussian officer, which, together 
with the development of his resolute bearing, is the 
mainstay of our military strength to the present day. 
It was the result of his training. The moral effect of a 
heavy fire is, as a rule, more destructive than its physi- 
cal. This will be more than ever true with improve- 
ments in rifles and artillery, and the tactical system 
which produces the moral weight of superior leaders 
must be, ceteris paribus, better than others. In the days 
of Frederick’s linear tactics, the losses of the assailants 
at decisive points of the battlefield were as heavy as in 
Napoleon's column tactics, or in those of the present 
day, which are a combination of the two. The King’s 
system was based on a discipline as strict as that of the 
ancient Romans, and his Generals were as courageous 
as were theirs. Fire and movement were one and the 
same thing, and the soldier only discharged his musket 
by word of command. Ranks were kept as closed up as 
possible, and fire was reserved till close to the enemy 
(about 200 paces), but it was then delivered with a ra- 
pidity previously unknown. ‘The principle, then, which 
the great King carried out in his own peculiar way, of 
‘bringing as many muskets as possible to bear on the 
enemy, and then crushing him with a well-delivered fire

by word of command,’ is what many tacticians of the 
present day are still striving to arrive at. Compare, 
for instance, the ‘Midsummer Night’s Dream,’ by Col. 
Meckel, now of the Grand General Staff, Berlin. Still, 
the leading principle upon which the system is based is 
the same to the present day, that is to say, very heavy 
losses must as a matter of fact be incurred in every at- 
tack which is meant to act decisively, and it thus practi- 
cally amounts to a question of who can stand most 
killing. 

“Enthusiasm for the cause of war must nowadays 
extend to all ranks, indeed permeate the whole machine, 
so to speak. Fighting in swarms supposes the soldier 
to be individually trained, that is to say, to have his 
moral and intellectual faculties developed, and taught 
to rely on himself when order ceases and he is no longer 
under the eye of his officr. This is all very well, no 
doubt, in theory, but we must remember that human 
nature has its weak side, and that the personal example 
of the officer must have a direct and immediate effect on 
the soldier when it is used on correct principles, 

“There is one factor that must always be reckoned 
with, and that is the human instinct of self-preserva- 
tion. All others are nowhere in comparison when real 
danger has to be faced and it is a matter of life or death. 
But this is exactly the sacrifice the military leader has 
to call for, that is to say, the highest that the human 
being is capable of. Consequently, his power and in- 
fluence over the men he commands must be maintained 
at any price, and if temporarily impaired, at once re- 
established. The officer can only thus command his 
men, and cannot otherwise be held responsible for the 
execution of the orders he received. The conditions 
required are of the highest order, but these—among 
others, courage amounting to contempt of death, deter- 
mination and energy, training of military spirit, feeling, 
and bearing—can only be expected of professional sol- 
diers, and not of militia; in other words, of a perma- 
nent highly organized body of ollicers imbued with the 
best professional spirit coupled with intelligence, and 
devoted to King and country—in fact, animated with 
those feelings which are only produced by sound educa- 
tion, a high moral tone, and a proper view of the respon- 
sibilities of life. Thus, it is a great mistake for tacti- 
cians to again fall back on the formations of Frederick, 
or on those that were so successful in the attack of the 
14th Division at Problus-Bor (battle of Koeniggraetz, 
1866), simply from the fact that they can see no other 
way of bringing troops to the front in suflicient strength 
to decide the action, Again, it is equally wrong to give 
up any idea of keeping troops in formation on the battle- 
field, and leave everything to the individual soldier, for 
under these circumstances there could, in the first place, 
be no possible direction or control of the forces engaged; 
and secondly, the greater majority could never be in- 
duced to go sufficiently far to the front, from the very 
fact that from the outset every man would be left more 
or less to act for himself and would vake care of himself 
accordingly. 

“To actually fight in close formation is now a thing 
of the past. No sensible man can dream of such a 
thing. Anything like a serious engagement must in- 
evitably lead to the fighting of swarms of skirmishers on 
either side. Fighting in swarms of skirmishers must 
naturally deprive officers of power of control and leading 
to a very great extent, in fact, the absence of order, 
inseparable from fighting of the kind, tends to make 
their influence disappear altogether. Fighting under 
modern conditions requires more reliable subaltern And 
non-commissioned officers than was formerly the case, but 
this is exactly the weak point of the huge Armies now 
raised by universal compulsory service. 

“The German Army was worked upon by the strongest 
spirit of love of home and country, its feeling of patriot- 
ism was raised to a white heat, and it was prepared to 
meet the foe with the most powerful passion that could 
animate an armed host. 

“History has shown, however, that though feelings of 
the kind have sometimes accomplished great results, 
they have at other times met with failure, and this 
should be borne in mind and act as a warning not to 
put too much implicit faith on national enthusiasm. 
The man who perhaps will march till he falls in his 
tracks on the road will refuse to leave cover and face a 
hail of bullets, call upon him as you may, by shouts or 
whistles, by words of command or orders, or by the 
repeated examples of the most devoted bravery of his 
officer.. The fear of death is powerful enough to com- 
pletely change the character of most men—in a moment, 
and at times cannot be resisted even by the bravest. To 
be prepared to meet death calmly and resolutely is per- 
haps the highest demand that can be made on human 


nature. To expect this from all men and at all times 
is impossible. It is against the natural instinct of self- 
preservation. No man can pretend to understand such 


matters unless he has lived with soldiers, shared their 
dangers, and watched and studied their peculiarities on 
the battlefield. 

“I am not ashamed of owning that the French fire of 
Mars-la-Tour affected my nerves for months after the 
battle. Troops that have survived an ordeal of the 
kind are, for a considerable time, demoralized—men 
and officers alike—and I am not the only man who says 
this. The Russian General Skobeleff, who must be ad- 
mitted by all who are not biased to have been a man of 
rare energy nad personal courage, says, after the third 
assault on Plevna: ‘We stormed and took the enemy’s 
works, but the attack cost us less than the retreat. Offi- 
cers and men were completely demoralized by the ter- 
rible fire. Whether the object to be gained is worth

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THE NEW TORPEDO BOATS. 


In the present appropriation for the Navy provision is 
made for the construction of three torpedo boats to cost 
in all not over $800,000, and for the construction of not 
more than ten other torpedo boats with a total cost limit 
of $500,000. The boats are to be throughout of domes- 
tic manufacture and no premium is offered for excess of 
speed. The contracts for the construction of these boats 
must be made on or before the 8th of October, 1896. 
The three boats first mentioned are to have a speed of 
30 knots an hour and to maintain an average of the 
same for that period under condition to be prescribed by 
the Secretary of the Navy. Bids for these boats are 
invited upon plans to be submitted by the builder, includ- 
ing the engines as well, and the contract price is to in- 
clude the boats complete in all respects excepting sea 
stores and ordnance and ordnance outfit of all kinds. 
Omitting the necessary dimensions of rapid-fire 6-pounder 
and 1-pounder guns and torpedo discharges, together 
with weights and sizes of amumnition cases, the bidder 
is unhampered in every particular, and to his judgment 
and designing skill is left the planning of these craft. 
There will be two conning towers, one forward and one 
aft, in convenient positions; and accommodations will be 
provided for four commissioned officers and an adequate 
crew. The boats will be lighted by electricity, but there 
will be no searchlights. 

The exact number, size and speed of the smaller boats 
not being fixed in the Act of Congress, the Department will 
entertain bids for boats of two separate types, provided 
always that the total cost of these boats, including ord- 
nance supplied by the Government, does not exceed $500,- 
000. Type No. 1 requires an average speed of not less 
than 20 knots, to be maintained for two consecutive 
hours. They will have two conning towers, or sighting 
hoods, placed in convenient places forward and aft. 
The freeboard forward to be not less than 4 feet 3 
inches; and acommodations must be provided for two 
officers and an adequate crew. The coal capacity must 
be at least 16 tons. 

The following approximate dimensions are given: 
Length on load line, 105 feet; beam on load line, 124% 
feet; mean draft, 444 feet; displacement, about 68 tons; 
indicated horse-power, about 850; speed per hour, 20 
knots. Armament: Two single deck torpedo guns; one 
1-pounder rapid-fire gun; two automobile torpedoes; 180 
rounds 1-pounder ammunition. 

If the speed fall below 20 knots an hour, and exceed 
19 knots, the boat will be accepted at a reduced price. 
If below that, acceptance at a lower price will be in the 
discretion of the Secretary. 

Type No. 2 requires an average speed of 224% knots an 
hour, to be maintained for two consecutive hours. 

The following approximate dimensions are given: 
Length on load line, 140 feet; beam on load line, 1444 
feet; mean draft, 4% feet; displacement, about 105 tons; 
indicated horse-power, about 1,700; speed an hour, 22% 
knots. Armament: Three single deck torpedo guns; 
three 1-pounder rapid-fire guns; four automobile torpe- 
does; 540 rounds 1-pounder ammunition. 

If the boat attain a speed of 21% knots, she will be 
accepted at a reduced price.s If the speed fall below that, 
the Seat may, at the discretion of the Department, be 
rejected, or accepted at a reduced price. 


THE NEW BATTLESHIPS. 

The Navy Department has issued the official circular 
containing the requirements for the proposed battleships, 
each of about 11,000 tons displacement; length on load 
water line, normal 368 feet; moulded 
breadth at load water line, 72 feet; mean draft, 234. 
feet. They are to huve freeboards between the 11 feet of 
the Indiana class and the 19 feet of the Iowa class, 
about 16 feet. This freeboard was recommended by the 
Walker Board, which reported as its opinion that the 
Indiana was too low in the water for the operation of her 
guns in all kinds of weather, a criticism refuted by Capt. 
Evans, commanding the vessel, who says that he passed 
through a gale some months ago, one of the worst he has 
ever seen, and yet the guns of the battleship could have 
been operated without difliculty. An appropriation of 
$3,750,000 is made for the construction of each vessel. 
The armament is to be paid for out of a separate appro- 
priation. Bids are invited under two classes: Class RR 
on plans prepared by the Department; and Class 2, on 
those submitted by the bidder. ie 

The Department's design contemplates driving the ves- 
sel by twin screws. ‘The engines to be of the vertical 
triple-expansion type, two in number—one on each shaft 
—and in two compartments. The boilers to be single- 
ended, eight in number, and placed in four compart- 
ments. The speed to be maintained at sea for tour con- 
secutive hours is to be not less than an average of 16 
knots an hour. ‘The hull is to be of steel, not sheathed, 
with double bottom and close watertight subdivision, 
The arrangements of decks above water are to provide 
ample freeboard and berthing accommodations. _ It is 
contemplatetd to fit two military, masts with fighting 
tops, to carry no sail. Each ship is to have two smoke- 
pipes, which are to be in line athwart ships, a position 
much affected by the British in their vessels. ‘Lhe two 
turrets for the 13-inch guns, which are to be mounted in 
pairs, will be located on the central line forward and aft 
and the fourteen 6-inch guns will be mounted behind a 
superstructure on the main deck and on an upper deck. 
The secondary battery of sixteen 6-pounders, four 1- 
pounders, four machine guns, and one field gun will be 
distributed about the ship where they will be of the 
most service. The protection of the hull against injury 
to the waterline region is to be afforded by means of a 
side armor belt of a mean depth of 7 feet 6 inches and a 
maximum thickness throughout the engine and boiler 
spaces of 1614 inches. From thence forward it may be 
tapered gradually to a uniform thickness of 4 inches. 
The transverse armor at the after end of the belt and 
just forward of the boiler will be not less than 12 inches 
in thickness. Barbettes for 13-inch guns will have 
armor 15 inches thick, except in the rear, where it will 
be reduced to 10 inches. The turret armor is to be 1% 
inches thick in front, and 15 inches elsewhere. |The 
ship’s side, from the armor belt to the main deck, will be 

rotected by not less than 544 inches of steel armor, from 
narbette to barbette. Coal is to be carried back of a 
portion of this 54-inch casement armor. A protective 
deck, ranging from 2% to 5 inches in thickness is to ex- 
tend throughout the length of the vessel. <A cellulose 
belt is to be fitted along the sides of the whole oo of 
the ship. A conning tower of not less than 10 inches in 
thickness, having an armored communication tube not 
less than 7 inches in thickness will be carried in a suit- 
able commanding position forward. An additional ar- 
mored station will be fitted aft, having armor not less 
than 6 inches in thickness. The fourteen 6-inch guns 
on the main and upper deck will be protected by 544- 
inch armor, with 1%-inch splinter bulkheads between 


displacement, 


guns. Protection is to be afforded the sixteen 6- 
pounder and four 1-pounder guns by shields and extra 
side plating. The supply of ammunition will consist of 
200 rounds for the four 13-inch guns; 2,800 rounds for 
the 6-inch; 10,000 rounds for the 6-pounder; and 2,400 
rounds for the 1-pounder. The torpedo outfit is to con- 
sist of four broadside tubes, eight torpedoes, and suit- 
able allowance of gun cotton for mines and miscellaneous 


purposes. The torpedo tubes will be placed two on each 
broadside. The total coal bunker capacity is to be such 


that at least 1,200 tons can be carried with loose stow- 
age without trimming by hand. Quarters are to be pro- 
vided for 600 men. 

A table is included in the circular, giving the principal 
weights to be carried. For the armament of the ship 
550 tons is allowed; for ammunition, 437 tons; and for 
machinery, 1,133 tons. The other weights are dis- 
tributed among torpedo outfit equipment, ete. The com- 
plen. ut of officers and men is to be 490. 

If t. speed falls below 16 knots and exceeds 15 knots 
per hou the vessel will be accepted at a reduction at 
the rate ©” $25,000 per 44-knot to 15% knots, and $50,- 
000 from 1. % knots to 15 knots. If the speed falls be 
low 15 knots »er hour, the vessel will, in the discretion 
of the Secretary of the Navy, be rejected, or accepted at 
a reduced price. 

The contractors will be required to complete the ves- 
sels within three years from the date of the execution of 
the contracts. In cas. of delay a penalty will be im- 
posed ranging between $1. ond $200 per day for the first 
three and after the first sia months respectively, beyond 
the date of contract completion. The machinery to be 
supplied to the ships will weigh 1,050 tons, and in ease 
of excess of weight in this featu the contractor will 
incur a penalty of $500 per ton oi «nch excess, and if 
the total weight be exceeded by five ;-r cent., a further 
penalty of $10,000 wilt be exacted. i om information 
which has reached the Navy Department, he belief pre- 
vails that there will be three bids submitte. on the pro- 
posed vessels—Cramps, Union Iron Works, au. Newport 
News Shipbuilding Co. The latter firm secureu the con- 
tracts for the construction of the Kearsarge anv Ken- 
tucky at its bid of $2,250,000 each. It is expectea ‘hat 
the contracts for the proposed battleships will 
awarded at about the same figures. 

Chief Naval Constr. Hichborn and Engineer-in-Chief 
Melville sent out some days ago fifty-five circular letters 
addressed to the shipbuilders of the United States setting 
forth the law authorizing the proposed vessels and stat- 
ing that bids would be received for contract in the fall. 
It was also stated that if copies of plans and specifica- 
tions were desired they could be had on application at 
the Department. Although these letters were only re- 
cently mailed replies have been received from a number 
of firms, which induce the opinion in the minds of the 
officials that the competition will be enlivening. It is 
evidently the purpose of the large firms, such as the 
Cramps, Newport News and Union Iron Works, not to 
restrict themselves to bidding on the contracts for the 
battleships. They have, in addition to plans for these 
vessels, asked for plans and specifications for the 30-knot 
torpedo cruisers and the torpedo-boats proper. 

The Bath Iron Works promises also to be a bidder on 
the battleships, besides the torpedo-boats. This firm 
asked for plans for all the ships. It is reported at the 
Navy Department that Gen, Hyde, the president of these 
works, has sent to England for the plans upon which 
the fast torpedo cruisers ef the British Navy are con- 
structed and proposes to submit them to the Depart- 
ment, with a bid for the construction of the vessels on 
their lines. The Union Iron Works some time ago pre- 
pared plans for 28-knot boats and information in Wash- 
ington is to the effect that it is preparing plans for the 30- 
knot boats. The Crescent Shipbuilding Works, Dialogue 
& Sons, and Moran Bros., have also applied for plans 
and specification for the torpedo-boats. Dialogue & Sons 
have asked the Department to supply them with speci- 
fications for the machinery of the battleships, with a 
view, it is believed at the Department, of making a 
sub-contract with the contractor for the vessels for 
furnishing the machinery. So far no intimation has come 
to the Department that any bids will be made from the 
Mississippi River and the United States coast of the 
Gulf of Mexico, the laws authorizing the construction of 
the torpedo-boats directing that, if possible, one of the 
boats be built in each of those localities. It is the ex- 
pectation of the Department officials that the Secretary 
will have to waive this provision in the law, as he did 
last year, on account of lack of bidders, and award the 
contract to some Eastern or Western firm. 


REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 

The revenue cutter Winona on June 25 succeeded in 
seizing the alleged filibustering steamer, City of Rich- 
mond, which had managed to give the cutter the slip on 
the night of June 24. About 4 P. M., June 25, the 
Winona sighted the Richmond coming out of Biscayne 
Bay and was signaled to heave to, Lieut. Hay was 
then sent aboard, who examined her papers and found 
that she had no license. Her passenger list was de- 
fective, and he also found four hundred and forty-nine 
cases of ammunition on board. A prize crew from the 
cutter was put aboard and she was ordered to Key West. 

About noon, June 26, when off Alligator Light, a small 
steamer was sighted lying near Knight’s Key. Chang- 
ing the course of the Richmond, they came within hailing 
distance of the steamer, which proved to be the Three 
Friends. <A small boat put off from the Three Friends 
and started toward the Richmond, when some one on the 
latter vessel gave warning, and the small boat put back 
for the Three Friends. Lieut. Hay caused the Rich- 
mond to be stopped and went on board the Three 
Friends. After examining her papers he informed the 
Captain that he was under arrest and that he must go to 
Key West. The cutter coming up later, Lieut. Myrick 
was sent on board the Three Friends, and the three ves 
sels started for Key West. At the hearing on June 27 
before the United States Commissioner there was no 
charge made against either vessel. 


The old French ironclad La Galissonni@re has been 
anchored before Fort Chavagnac, to be used as a target 
for shells charged with mélinite. A commission com- 
posed of superior officers was to be present during the 
experiments. The damage done is reported to have been 
terrific. A special part of the hull had been prepared 
as a target, but the shells penetrated. The battery was 
strewn with débris of all kinds. Of the two sheep which 
had been placed on board the warship, one, says the 
“Temps,” was killed, its back being carried away by the 
bursting of the shells; while the other was safe and 
sound. 

The Columbia Iron Works informed the Department 
to-day of its intention to submit bids on the three 30-knot 
torpedo cruisers, so that the Herreschoff firm will have 
one competitor, at least. It is the expectation of the De- 
partment that the Cramps and Union Iron Works, and 
yerhaps the Bath Iron Works, will also enter the contest 
or these contracts,

STATE CAMP NEW YORK. 


The honor opening the fifteenth season of the camp 
of instruction of New York, which began on the after- 
noon of June 27, fell to the newly reorganized 8th Regi- 
ment, Col. Henry Chauncey, Jr.; Squadron A, Maj. 
Charles F. Roe, and the Ist Provisional Battalion, com- 
prising the following Separate Companies: 2d, of Au- 
burn, Capt. William M. Kirby; 25th, of Tonawanda, 
Capt. Henry M. Fales; 42d, of Niagara Falls, Capt. M. 
B. Butler, and 44th, of Utica, Capt. Lewis E. Goodier. 
The first command to arrive in camp was Squadron A, 
which arrived atcampat1:15P.M. The provisional battal- 
ion, which arrived at Roa Hook, landing at 2:30 o’clock, 
were ordered to await the arrival of the 8th Regiment, 
which disembarked from the train at 2:45 P. M. The 
march for camp was taken up under the escort of Squad- 
ron A, which had been sent to the depot for the pur- 
pose. As soon as the head of the column entered camp a 
national salute was fired, the flags were raised, and the 
camp was again declared officially opened for the season 
of 1896. The strength of the 8th Regiment was: Com- 
pany A, Capt. J. W. Mason, 65; Company B, Capt. R. 
Edwards, Jr., 58; Company C, Capt. I. Freeman, 76; 
Company D, Capt. F. O. Souvan, 64; Company E, Capt. 
©. P. Starbach, 44; Company F, Capt. R. H. Hawkes, 
78; Company G, Capt. William Kirby, 81; Company H, 
Capt. J. Solomon, 89; non-commissioned staff, 11; grand 
total, 583. 

Ist Provisional Battalion, Captain and Acting Major, 
William M. Kirby; 2d Separate Company, Ist Lieut. Fred 
W. Kincaid; 44th Separate Company, Adjutant, 2d Lieut, 
Cc. W. Archibald; 25th Separate Company, Quartermas- 
ter, Sergt. James R. Goodale; 44th Separate Company, 
Sergeant Major, Sergt. Charles W. Hollingshead; 2d 
Separate Company, Provost Sergeant, Capt. Kirby, 
four oflicers and 73 men; 25th Separate Company, H. 
M. Faler, five officers, 54 men; 42d Separate Company, 
Capt. Butler, three officers, 29 men; 44th Separate 
Company, five officers, 62 men, total, 279. Squadron A, 
Maj. C. I. Roe, twelve officers, 149 men; total, 161, De- 
tail, Ist Battery, Ist Sergt. J. G, Jansen and 15 men; 
total 16, making a grand total of 1,039 men in camp this 
week. 

The real work for the week began on Monday morning, 
June 29, when the drill card called for drills by “Pla- 
toons, in the Extended Order.” ‘These extended order 
drills were discontinued after the first morning by the 
Sth Regiment, for the men showed that they had little 
training in this school. This was done for the reason 
that there are about fifty non-commissioned men who 
have not been warranted over four months, and were 
not yet thoroughly posted in their duties. Since the 
early morning drills consisted of movements in the 
“School of the Company in Closed Order.” The fore- 
noon drills consisted of battalion movements in closed 
order, but those by platoons being omitted. The men 
have taken to their work eagerly, and at the afternoon 
lectures they paid such close attention to the instructions 
of the drill instructors that the following day all mis- 
tukes of the previous days were never repeated, so 
that little, if any, fault was there to be found with them, 
Too much, however, cannot be said for the newly reor- 
ganized regiment. No one could recognize it as the regi- 
ment of former days, a different and better class of 
young’ men are now to be found in its ranks. As there 
ure so many recruits, and men whose first year in camp, 
it is but natural, the work that was executed was rather 
ragged and far from what it should have been. Col. 
Chauncey and his officers worked hard during the week, 
and left no stone unturned to profit, as much as possi- 
ble, by the week’s tour at camp.. . : 

The permanent squad system was carried out faithfully 
all week. Many companies had a supernumerary for 
each squad, so, where a man was taken from a certain 
squad to do guard duty, his place in the squad was filled 
by the supernumerary. The guard duty during the week 
has been very good. At night all challenges have been 
loud, clear and distinct, and in turn were answered prop- 
erly by the Corporals. This was principally due to Lieut. 
Col. McCreskry Butt, of the 12th Regiment, the guard 
instructor, who, in addition to having cards for each sen- 
try on the various posts, also issued careful instructions 
to euch detail before they were sent out on post. He also 
had a school on several afternoons, during which he 
carefully explained the guard duty ceremonies. The sen- 
tries generally walked their posts in a snappy manner 
and were alert at all times. But the ceremony of mount- 
ing guard was poor, on several occasions the men were 
not as clean as they should have been, shoes not black- 
ened, and in many instances the _brasses were not pol- 
ished as they should have been. But none of these little 
flaws escaped the eagle-eye of the guard instructor, who 
deserves credit for the hard manner in which he labored 
to have the ceremony perfect. Gen. McLewee, Inspr. 
Gen., expressed himself as highly pleated with the ap- 
pearance of the quarters, as well as with the men and 
the policing of the grounds. He said that the 42d Sep- 
arate Company, of Niagara Falls, deserved special men- 
tion. A few minor faults were to be found by the in- 
specting oflicer, such as, perhaps, the arrangements of 
the kits, here and there, but these hardly deserved no- 
tice. 

The evening parades, up to June 30, had all been in 
“regimental line,” and were in the main fairly well exe- 
cuted, distances between companies and battalions being 
an little off, but the alignments were very good. The 
marching of the companies in review, as a rule, were 
very creditable. A new feature has been introduced at 
camp for the first time, and that was the lowering of 
the colors at retreat, instead of lowering the flags. At 
the firing of the gun they remain raised until after the 
gun is fired and the band plays the “Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner.” The flags are then lowered slowly, so that they 
are down as the last note is played. Heretofore, when 
the companies marched in review at the conclusion of the 
evening parade the battery detachment would proceed to 
their quarters, but now they must take part in the 
parade. Maj. Roe has adopted a new plan of his own, 
and that is that the troopers oo to their evening 
meal fully uniformed, armed and equipped, so that imme- 
diately after supper he puts his command through a 
drill prior to going on the evening parade. Another 
innovation is that of Order No. 5, which provides for 
a call to quarters at 10:45 P. M. At this call every man 
must be in his company street, and warn the others to 
seek their quarters at once and extinguish every light, 
so that all will be quiet in camp at taps. 

On Tuesday afternoon, June 30, Company B, of the 8th 
Regiment, held an election for Ist Lieutenant, and re- 
sulted in the unanimous promotion of 2d Lieut. William 
Smith, of the same company. The work of the 4th Sep- 
arate Company is exceedingly gratifying to Capt, Kirby. 


The men all seem to crasp what they are told, and none 
do their work more cheerfully and willingly then they 
do. The formation is a little slow, but the drills, as a 
rule, are good. Capt. H. M. Fales, of the 25th Separate 
Company, who was officer of the day on Tuesday, at 
night when taps was sounded overstepped his authority 
when he ordered the light out at the hospital tent. This 
mistake will not again be allowed to be repeated. One 
of the officers in high authority, who desired that his 
name be not mentioned, said of the separate companies 
that from the beginning the men all took hold of their 
work with such a spirit that the officers had little to 
find fault with. The Niagara Falls company in particu- 
lar was highly spoken of by those in authority as one of 
the best in the State. This company carried off the 
honor of the separate companies. 

On June 30 Col. Chauncey received an official commu- 
nication from Maj. Stacpole, Post Adjt., which said: 
“The Post Commander directs me to inform you that the 
report of the Inspector of the Post this morning states 
the general condition regarding policing of streets and 
parade ground excellent, the dressing of tents and all 
streets good, and that Company D deserves particular 
credit for the cleaning of tinware and also that the 
dressing of their tents was perfect.” 

The general health of the camp has been good. Col. 
Henry Chauncey, on June 29, and Capt. James W. 
Mason, on July 1, of the 8th Regiment, were prostrated 
by the heat during the drills, and were taken to the 
Hospital tent for treatment. 

The drills of Squadron A have been progressive from 
the start, and the troopers enter into all work with 
the vim that has characterized their command ever since 
it was organized, 


GEORGIA STATE CAMP. 

The two tours of duty of seven days each comprising 
the State camp for the present year have just terminated, 
and the camp is conceded by all to have been the best in 
the history of the State. 

The troops for the first tour were the 2d and 4th 
Regts. of Inf., with Col. C. M. Wiley, of the 2d, as Post 
Commander; those for the second were the 5th Regt. 
and the Ist Battn. (unattached) of Inf., with Col. John 
S. Candler, of the 5th, as Post Commander. Both tours 
were especially noteworthy for the rigid enforcement of 
all orders and regulations. All orders opening previous 
camps have forbidden the indiscriminate introduction of 
intoxicants within the lines, but at this year’s camp this 
order was for the first time sfrictly enforced. Its en- 
forcement cannot be too highly commended, as the gen- 
cral health of both tours will show, there being three 
men in the hospital the first tour and none the second; 
several men fainted, but were soon revived, and no ill 
effects followed. Attendance was better than usual, the 
Sth Regt. presenting the best aggregate; one company, 
Ix, carried 93 per cent. of its enlisted strength, and re- 
mained the same throughout the tour, the best per- 
centage of camp attendance, but one, ever made in the 
State. Notwithstanding the strict discipline, the crown- 
ing glory of both tours was the cheerful and willing 
manner in which all duty was performed, and the ab- 
sence, particularly during the second tour, of all friction. 
Courtesy may have been a little slack the first day, but 
after caution it was excellent, the men saluting or rising 
and standing at attention promptly and cheerfully upon 
the approach of an officer, and all officers and men tak- 
ing an evident pride in the proper observance of military 
courtesy and discipline. It will be hard to find outside of 
the Army a better disciplined command than the 5th 
Regt. Inf. The 1st Battn. Inf. (unattached), Lieut. 
Col. William Garrard, from Savannah, and the 3d 
Battn., 2d Regt. Inf., Maj. Owen T. Kenan, from 
Macon, are also well up in this respect. Both these 
battalions show the results of uniform instruction and 
the benefits to be derived from being in one armory. 
During the first tour Col. Wiley inaugurated something 
of an innovation in detailing a battalion each day for 
guard duty. While this plan has some advantages it 
has many disadvantages and did not give general satis- 
faction. Guard duty during this tour was not up to that 
of the second, instruction being most thorough, and con- 
sequently duty best performed in the 3d Battn., 2d Regt. 
In both the 2d and 4th Regts. the companies, except those 
of the 2d in Macon, are widely scattered and all instruc- 
tion must come from Company Commanders, and guard 
duty does not seem to have received the attention which 
its importance warrants. During this tour some outpost 
duty was attempted, but as the land around the camp 
site is in a high state of cultivation sufficient room was 
not available for much instruction. During the second 
tour the guard was the usual composite guard, and the 
duty was excellent in the Ist Battn. (unattached), very 
good in the Atlanta companies of the 5th Regt., and only 
fair in the out-of-town companies; Company Com- 
manders again not realizing the importance of this duty. 
All formations during this tour were prompt, and drills 
and ceremonies and discipline were excellent. Two days 
were given to drills in extended order and skirmish firing 
with blank cartridges. Fire discipline the first day was 
poor; on the second it was fair; the men being held under 
much better control and officers keeping much cooler and 
handling the subdivisions very well. Target firing dur- 
ing the camp was devoted altogether to the out-of-town 
companies and to the Ist Battn. (unattached), from Sa- 
vannah. 

The 4th Regt. qualified one marksman, and the Ist 
Battn. (unattached) qualified four sharpshooters and 
seven marksmen. The standard necessary to qualify 
in this State is high, being practically the same as the 
Army, and while this record can be improved upon, it is 
fair for the time rifle firing has received any 
attention from the State. The Atlanta companies 
have a range at their home station where their record 
will be fired. This year all the troops were supplied 
with rations through the Commissaries of Subsistence, 
only one command, the ist Battn. (unattached), ever 
having attempted this before. The inauguration of this 
system cannot be overestimated, as it relieves company 
commanders of a great annoyance and hnurden which 
they have hitherto borne. The commissaries were efli- 
cient and obliging and their accounts were well kept. 
The books of Capt. J. H. Smith, Comy. of Sub., 5th 
Regt., were models of simplicity, neatness and accuracy.

of May 23, making a very handsome appearance, an. 
considering the limited opportunity which they have for 
mounted drill and the large number of untried horses 
used on this occasion, the drill was of an excellent char 
acter throughout. This affair was undertaken at the ex. 
pense of the members of the corps, and they are desery- 
ing of much credit for their enterprise and devotion ty 
the State.”

Gen. George Wrottesley—whoever he may be— 
writing to the London “Spectator,” says: “In your re- 
view of Channing’s History of the United States you 
speak of ‘Burgoyne’s capitulation.’ This is incorrect. 
Burgoyne never capitulated; he made a convention by 
which his troops were to be embarked for England. The 
terms were the same as those of the convention of Cin- 
tra. The only difference was that the English kept their 
faith with a defeated foe, the Americans did not,’ and, 
what makes the contrast stronger between the action of 
the two nations is that in the Saratoga case many of 
Burgoyne’s men might have cut their way out, while 
Junot had no retreat whatever.”

One of the guests at the West Point ball the other 
evening, says the New York Evening “Sun,” was a Lieu- 
tenant’s wife who five years ago married a West Point 
man, and, from hearsay, was familiar with every stick 
and stone about the place.

Thursday, June 17, being the anniversary of the battle 
of Waterloo, the time-honored custom of decking the 
colors with laurel was observed by those regiments of 
the British Army which took part in the engagement. 


The German cavalry maneuvers in the autumn will be 
personally directed by the Emperor. They are to be on 
an unusually large scale, and will last for three days. 
The operations are to be held, it is said, with the object 
of testing certain new methods of reconnoitering. 


The Italians, almost without exception, have adopted 
the French method of fencing with the foil even where 
they use their own special pattern of weapon, and the 
serpentine contortions and wild outcries which we have 
been accustomed to regard as a part of their system 
have entirely disappeared. 








The Italian General, Gen. Baratieri, was acquitted of 
the charge of neglect, but the tribunal expressed its re- 
gret that the command should have been entrusted to a 
General who showed himself unequal to the situation. 
Gen. Baratieri seemed much affected during the reading 
of the decision. He was immediately released. 


Field Marshal Lord Wolseley is rapidly reforming the 
British uniform. In the cavalry and artillery hereafter 
the stable jacket will be called the mess jacket and wijj 
be worn in mess dress only. In the infantry _the megs 
jacket will be trimmed with white pipecord. henever 
gold-laced trousers or overalls are directed to Worn 
with full dress they will only be worn on state occasions, 
at levees, and in mess dress. Obsolete garments may be 
worn for two years longer.
